Thinking about a plasma TV? Prices are shrinking, 

picture size is growing and technology is improving 


T he heart of a standard color TV set is its picture tube. 
However, the problem with current picture tubes is that 
they're big and bulky. In some cases, the picture tube can 
weigh several hundred pounds alone. By contrast, most plasma 
sets weigh less than 100 pounds total. Mitsubishi was the first 
company to offer gas plasma technology sets for sale in 1997 and 
'98. The initial two models had screens with a 4:3 aspect ratios 
measuring 40-inches diagonally with a pixel resolution of 640 x 
480. Mitsubishi discontinued these harbingers of things to come 
because the image quality was not what they had hoped. 

Since then, many improvements have been made to plasma 
technology and more manufacturers—including Fujitsu, Sony, 
and Toshiba—have stepped up to the plate. Current screen sizes 
range from 42-inch to 60-inch (diagonal), virtually all exhibit an 
aspect ratio of 16:9 and many are hi-def capable. 


FROM FAT TO FLAT 

How does this amazing technology work? The "picture tube" 
of a plasma displays called a plasma display panel (PDP). This 
panel is like a honeycomb sandwiched between two sheets of 
glass. Each cell of the honeycomb is filled with an inert gas and 
coated with a red, green or blue phosphor on the inside of the 
front surface,- a group of adjacent red, green and blue cells forms 
one picture element, or pixel. 

A tiny, transparent electrode is attached to the front of each 
cell and another electrode is attached to the back. When volt¬ 
age is applied to the electrode, the gas molecules in the cell lose 
electrons and the gas becomes what is known as a plasma. These 
electron-deficient molecules, which are called ions, emit ultra¬ 
violet light, which causes the phosphor to glow in its charac¬ 
teristic color (red, green or blue). Some models feature a res¬ 
olution of 800 x 600-pixel resolution, and others offer 852 x 


480 resolution. Some models are now XGA-quality monitors 
(1280 x 768), which can accommodate 720-line HDTV signal. 

THE INFORMED CONSUMER 

Prices range from $7,000 to $35,000, depending on screen 
size, features, and resolution. Although pricey, plasma visual dis¬ 
plays have rich colors and high quality pictures in sharp con¬ 
trast with smoothly moving images. If you are seriously con¬ 
sidering purchasing one of these remarkable TVs, we offer you 
the following Buyers Guide. Keep in mind that plasmas TVs 
hung on the wall must be professionally installed. We encour¬ 
age you to be an informed consumer and visit a specialty retail 
store that offers plasma TVs. The images are quite exceptional 
and need to be seen to be fully appreciated. ■

In-wall speakers are an aesthetic alternative 

to traditional home theater surround sound 



C hoosing the right speakers is a critical part of building a home theater. 

Loudspeakers come in all shapes and sizes and there are literally hundreds of 
manufacturers. While traditional floorstanding speakers and bookshelf mod¬ 
els are mainstay components in most home theaters, finding the space for traditional speak¬ 
ers can create a problem in small or odd-shaped rooms. Perhaps a skeptical spouse is 
unwilling to negotiate space with floorstanding speakers that clash with a room's decor. 
If this is the case in your home, you may want to consider in-wall speakers. 
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SHOPPERS GUIDE

In-wall speakers are designed to fit 
unobtrusively in the wall or ceiling and 
have been on the market for decades. 
Although once considered a poor sub¬ 
stitute for quality audio, innovations in 
recent years have earned in-wall speak¬ 
ers much deserved respect. Typically, in¬ 
wall speakers are placed inside a wall 
cavity, between two studs. Because a 
wall cavity is shallow, most in-walls 
range in depth from about two and a half 
inches to just under five inches. Their 
outward appearance is flush with the 
drywall, which gives the overall wall sur¬ 
face a smooth appearance. In-walls are 
rectangular in shape and function like 
front, center, and rear speakers. Round 
in-walls are typically installed in the 
ceiling and used for background audio, 
as they do not offer the power of their 
rectangular-shaped cousins. 

SPEAKERS 101 

Like traditional 5.1 home theater 
speakers, in-walls are arranged as front 
left, front right, center, left rear, right 
rear and subwoofer. Although drasti¬ 
cally different in shape, in-walls offer 
many of the same features of main 
front-channel speakers and, like floor¬ 
standing models, come in a variety of 
configurations. A two-way speaker has 
two drivers: one woofer and one 
tweeter. A three-way speaker has three 
drivers: a woofer, mid-range, and a 
tweeter. A four-way speaker may 
include two woofers, a mid-range, and 



a tweeter. As you go up in price, driver size increases for both woofers and tweet¬ 
ers. Many higher-end in-wall models offer pivoting or swiveling tweeters so that 
higher sounds can be specifically directed to the listening area. 

In-wall center channels are designed specifically to handle dialogue and are typ¬ 
ically installed above or directly below the video display. With a low profile and 
a horizontal orientation, these speakers are designed to reproduce realistic-sound¬ 
ing dialogue. In addition, in-wall speakers are an excellent option for rear surround 
because they can be discretely installed just above the listening area and carry 
effects that enliven the experience. The rear speakers are either bipole or dipole 
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designs. Bipole speakers send the sound in different 
directions (a good choice for a Dolby Pro Logic set¬ 
ting). A dipole design radiates audio in all directions 
making it difficult to pinpoint the origin of the sound. 
This configuration is excellent in Dolby Digital sys¬ 
tems. Some in-wall models include switches to change 
them from bipolar to dipolar. 

The subwoofer is designed to reproduce the low¬ 
est possible frequencies and is an essential part of a 
home theater system. Often placed in a corner, under 
a coffee table or near the television, these speakers 
have woofers ranging in size from five inches up to 
18-inches in diameter. Subwoofers with their own 
internal amplifier are called active,- subwoofers that 
require power from a receiver or a separate external 
amplifier are passive. Because of their bulky size, sub¬ 
woofers are often the most difficult speakers to hide. 




In-wall manufacturers offer in-wall subs with self-con¬ 
tained housings that fit snugly between the studs in the 
wall or into the floor. 

As you can see, in-wall speakers can offer many of the 
same features of traditional speakers without occupying 
valuable floor space. Before choosing any speakers for 
your home theater, go out and carefully listen to models 
in your price range. Most audio/video retailers (even the 
big chains) offer sound rooms with in-wall options. If 
you are a die-hard do-it-yourselfer, there are kits avail¬ 
able to help you install in-walls,- however, the best qual¬ 
ity sound will result with a professional installation. Go 
out and test in-walls and see if these innovative speakers 
are the right choice for your home theater. ■

An array of in-wall speakers provides stealthy 

surround sound in this modern masterpiece

N orth of San Diego, California lies Rancho Santa Fe, a small town 
with an enormous view of equestrian villages, farms and breath¬ 
taking vistas. Rancho Santa Fe is also home to this 8,500-square- 
foot estate that rests peacefully within the steep hillside. Its Zen-like exis¬ 
tence can be attributed to a well thought-out plan by the homeowners and 
architect who designed a structure that co-exists with Mother Nature. 
"What happens in places like Rancho Santa Fe and others with hills and 
valleys is that people don't take the environment into account," says Jorge 
Engel, the architect on the project. "Here, we 
designed a house that fits the environment rather than 
make the environment fit the house." 

Simplicity is the key to this home's interior and an audio/video 
system would have to integrate seamlessly. Such a clandestine 
installation was tackled by Mark Gleicher of Modem Home 
Systems, a company based in San Diego. "This was the kind 
of home where the audio had to be heard but not seen," he 
recalls. "The homeowners didn't want anything to interrupt their 
decor but they wanted a high-performing system that was easy 
to use." Beginning with the home's spacious media room, 
Gleicher designed an A/V system that, he says, has George 
Jetson technology that Fred Flintstone could use. 
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The media room opened to other areas 
of the house, so Gleicher installed a 
Marantz 60-inch rear projection set that 
rests inside a custom laminate cabinet. 
'They wanted to use the set for day-view¬ 
ing so rear-projection was the best 
option," he notes. For discreet surround 
sound, Sonance Cinema One THX in¬ 
wall speakers were installed for the front 
and rear channels. "Sonance speakers are 
a real problem solver," exclaims Gleicher. 
"They hide well and, powered with the 
Proceed amps, sound great.” 

Low frequency effects were not 
neglected, but rather cleverly hidden. 
"During construction we installed back- 


boxes specifically for two in-wall 
Sonance subs," says Gleicher. "They're 
over four feet tall to completely enclose 
the sub. The sound is awesome." Sonance 
Cinema One rear channels are recessed 
into the ceiling soffit, and the center 
channel hides above the TV behind a 
black grille cloth. 

Two Middle Atlantic slide-out racks 
hold a Proceed five-channel amplifier 
and digital surround preamp. "Proceed is 
not over the top but it's very nice gear," 
says Gleicher. "Owning this pre-amp is 
like having a computer. If you run 
Windows 95 and you want to upgrade to 
Windows 98 you don't have to throw

your computer away, you just upgrade the 
software. If the clients want to add another 
feature in the future, it's simply a matter of 
downloading new software." 

Smaller media rooms are distributed 
throughout the house, including one just off 
the kitchen where a Sony 36-inch WEGA 
flatscreen TV resides in a custom cabinet 
made of stainless steal and teak wood laminate. 
Gleicher incorporated custom tricks such as 
audio that routes automatically through the 
kitchen area's Sonance in-wall speakers. The 
TV, VCR and satellite receivers are operated 
by a Pronto remote control. 

Mini media systems were included in each 
of the three children's rooms as well, while a 
main play area sports a Sony WEGA flatscreen 
TV and custom cabinetry. "We have a CD 
changer that's hooked into the main system 
but located in the playroom," says Gleicher. 
"That way they can put in their own CDs and 
listen to them through the music system. The 
kids have some control of the system which 
makes it more convenient for the parents." 

Distributed audio is supplied by 
Audioaccess keypads and Sonance in-walls 
strategically located throughout the house. 
Outdoor audio is supplied by nine pairs of 
sealed Sonance in-walls. "Sonance offers such 
a huge range of in-walls," says Gleicher. "The 
nine pairs of speakers are recessed outside the 
house and are sealed to protect them from 
weather. They work very well with the aes¬ 
thetics of the house." 

Summing up the massive project, Gleicher 
says he's satisfied with the outcome, especially 
when he sees his clients using and enjoying 
the integrated system. "The goal here was to 
create spaces with good acoustics and equip¬ 
ment that wouldn't clash with such an amaz¬ 
ing interior," he concludes. "I think we accom¬ 
plished that." 

In this home, such words are an under¬ 
statement. ■ 
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CONTROLLING YOUR 

HOME THEATER 

Today’s audio/video receivers offer features 

that fit home theaters of every size 


T he receiver is the heart, "or brains," of a home theater system. In addition to con¬ 
trolling theater components, receivers provide other functions like amplification, 
video switching and surround sound recording. If you're in the market for a new 
A/V receiver there are two main criteria to think about—1) The amount of power that 
the receiver can produce, and 2) the number of components that it can control. 


POWER TO THE SPEAKERS 

You may come across two types of receivers—stereo and A/V. 
A stereo receiver is comprised of an amplifier, pre-amplifier, tuner, 
and switcher. The A/V Receiver (what were focusing on here) 
adds video switching capability and surround sound decoding. 
While a stereo receiver produces enough power for two speak¬ 
ers, an A/V receiver produces power for five (or more) speakers. 

The price of A/V receivers generally goes up with the amount 
of amplification they provide. Amplification is measured in watts- 
per-channel—the more wattage your system requires, the more 
money you're going to pay. In home theater, you need amplifi¬ 
cation for all speakers (except the subwoofer), and most manu¬ 
facturers now offer equal amplification to all channels. In other 
words, the same wattage will apply for the front left, front right, 
center, rear left, and rear right channels—for a total of five equal 
channels. A receiver might be rated at 110 watts per channel in 
the stereo (2-channel) mode, or 75 watts per channel in a Home 
Theater (5-channel) mode. This is one of the most important 
developments in recent years because manufacturers now rec¬ 
ognize the significance of both the center and rear channels. With 
surround sound expanding, many new receivers include amplifi¬ 
cation for six or seven channels based on the new 6.1 and 7.1 
surround modes. 

Except for entry-level models, receivers today include a digital tuner 
with station presets to receive AM/FM broadcasts. Some models offer 
up to 40 station presets. Some receivers allow you to customize sta¬ 
tions under headings like "jazz," "rock," "easy listening," etc. 
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INPUTS & OUTPUTS 

Make sure that the A/V receiver you purchase has enough 
inputs/outputs for the pieces of equipment your home theater 
will have—now and in the future. It's better to go overboard 
in this area because new technologies sprout like weeds in the 
land of consumer electronics. Your new receiver should also 
have four video inputs (minimum) for TV, VCR, DVD/LD 
player, and SAT along with all the appropriate audio inputs. 
Audio-only inputs may include CD, CD-R, MD, DVD-A 
(audio), and Tape Deck One. Most of the inputs are found 
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on the back panel of the receiver. 
Although, there is another type of input 
on the front panel of step-up receiver 
models called the front A/V inputs (or 
jacks). These inputs are helpful if you 
plan to do any dubbing from your cam¬ 
corder or a second VCR. Some upscale 
models now include gold-plated 
inputs/outputs for better connectivity, 
and some new models feature auto-sens¬ 
ing inputs that automatically detect the 
highest quality audio or video signal. 

SPEAKER HOOK-UP 

Entry-level and mid-line receivers come 
with spring-clip connectors for bare (or 
stripped) speaker wire. The wires are 
color-coded (normally red or white). 
Speaker binding posts, which are also 
color-coded, are found on all higher-end 
models,- intermediate line models may 
offer a combination of binding posts for 
the fronts and spring-clips for the rears. 
Binding posts, however, offer a much bet¬ 
ter connection opportunity as you can use 
the bare wire, lugs, pins or even banana 
plug connectors. 

MORE FEATURES 

Some other nifty features of some 
higher-end A/V receivers include Multi- 
Room and Multi source capability. Multi¬ 
room capability allows audio to be placed 
in other rooms of the house. Multi-source 
capability allows one person to watch a 
movie in the family room, while another 
person listens to a CD in the bedroom— 
using the same receiver! And finally, 
todays A/V receivers include system, uni¬ 
fied, universal, and/or learning remotes. A 
system remote will control the receiver 
and other audio products. A unified 
remote will control a brand's audio and 
TV/video products as well. Universal 
remotes help tie all of your equipment 
together and have built-in pre-pro¬ 
grammed codes for various brands of 
products from different manufacturers. 

Whatever brand receiver you 
choose, make sure it has both Dolby 


Digital and DTS surround decod¬ 
ing. It would also be smart to buy a 
model that includes Multi-Channel 
(6-channel) audio inputs to accom¬ 
modate new technologies like DVD- 
Audio or SACD, and if you're bud¬ 
get allows, Component Video inputs 
(which offer the best picture quality) 


are a bonus. The little extra money 
you spend now to upgrade will be 
well worth the investment. The fol¬ 
lowing chart lists recent brands of 
A/V receivers, their prices and many 
of their features. We're sure there is 
one that fits your home theater 
needs and budget. ■

Digital surround receivers and processors 
join forces to create a dedicated theater 
and distributed audio

A nd the winner of the gold medal for best overall home is... 
Designers and builders at Kingdom Development Corporation and 
Audio Craft Company have every reason to be proud. The team 
devoted six months of 60-hour weeks to complete this 5,400-square-foot 
home just in time for the annual Homarama show in Columbus, where 
they won not only the coveted prize for best overall home, but also gold 
medals in six of the 12 other categories and a bronze for their media room. 

Like most custom homes, this one was built with an eye toward 
"the wow factor." It was designed specifically to impress three judges 
and the more than 21,000 visitors who would walk through its rooms 
over the course of the two-week show. Interior designer Staci Halpern 
said she tried to appeal to a wide audience with each room taking 
on a different theme and still blending into a cohesive design. 

Despite Halpern's feminine touch, the home has a very rustic, mascu¬ 
line feel with plenty of stone, wood and earth tones that bring the out¬ 
side in, as she puts it. At the same time it maintains a cozy appeal that 
invites guests to snuggle into one of the comfy couches, grab the Crestron 
touchscreen controller and watch a movie or listen to some favorite music. 

One of the more interesting aspects of the home is the theater's loca¬ 
tion. Most dedicated theaters are built into a lower level or basement 
to take advantage of the natural tendency for fewer windows and a 
solid foundation. However, the designers decided to try the attic. The 
room's shape, coupled with the top-end electronics and speakers, made 
for a happy acoustic combination. 

In the no-holds-barred design mentality that went into the entire 
project, a full complement of McIntosh audio components and speak¬ 
ers fills the room with the reliable sound that the Binghamton, New 
York company is known for. At the heart of the system is a McIntosh 
MX-132 AM-FM tuner, preamp and digital surround processor backed 
up by a MC-7205 five-channel amplifier, a McIntosh MVP-831 
DVD/CD player and McIntosh SL main speakers and subwoofer. 
Because of the room's slanting walls and the need to make the speak¬ 
ers completely flush so visitors wouldn't bump their heads, Phase 
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Technology CI-60V in-wall speakers were used to round 
out the surround effect. 

With the exception of the dedicated theater, Phase 
Technology in-wall speakers keep the home's design uncluttered. 
While standing at the kitchen's center island, the cook can look 
across the 28-foot wide space and over the couch at a Runco 
PL-42 plasma TV mounted above the fireplace. Builders installed 
the Sony receiver and digital surround processor, Sony CD 
player and Mitsubishi VCR, and the entire Crestron central con¬ 


trol system behind matching inglenooks that flank the hearth. 

Another fun feature is designed into the master bathroom. 
Of course, Phase Technology in-wall speakers provide great 
sound, and a Crestron in-wall control operates everything from 
the music selection to a steam shower. But the biggest surprise 
is the smallest technology—a 20-inch Sony TV that is mounted 
behind a one-way mirror at the foot of the jetted tub. At the 
press of a button, your reflection fades as a picture appears on 
the screen—another high scorer on the "wow" meter. 








It will come as no surprise that all this 
equipment is not cheap. The entire package 
including the 15,000 feet of wire, and the 
McIntosh theater equipment added about 
$150,000 to the home's $1.5 million price 
tag. But because of its status in the show, and 
the guaranteed exposure it would generate, 
Audio Craft put together a "gentlemen's 
agreement" with Kingdom Development to 
install the finest audio components and 
( leave them in place after the show to help 
| market the house. The loaner agreement has 

led to an avalanche of new business for 
Audio Craft and an Olympic Audio/Video 
Achievement for everyone involved. ■

If you want a true home theater experience, 

consider buying a widescreen TV 


T elevision—man's true best friend—has come a long way over the past 50 years. From 
the small, black and white screens of the 1950s, to the behemoth rear-projection 
sets we see today, the shape, size and capabilities of television sets continue to 
change. The recent proliferation of widescreen models is a prime example. 


One primary characteristic of any video 
display is its aspect ratio, which is the ratio of 
its width to its height. Conventional square¬ 
shaped TVs have an aspect ratio of 4:3, which 
is sometimes expressed as 1.33:1. Widescreen 
sets have an aspect ratio of 16:9, which is 
equivalent to 1.78:1 and closer to the shape of 
commercial theater screens. 

On most widescreen sets, there are several 
viewing modes, which are engaged depending 
on the material you're watching. A film with an 
aspect ratio of 1.85:1 will virtually fill the 
screen without any manipulations of the pic¬ 
ture. This is especially important with anamor- 
phic DVDs, which store the full-width image 
in a "squeezed" format,- such DVDs are often 
labeled "enhanced for widescreen" or 
"enhanced for 16:9." Widescreen sets can dis¬ 
play the entire image from anamorphic discs 
without losing any information. This can't be 
said for most 4:3 TVs.

"capable." Complete HDTVs sets are still quite

Custom cabinetry brings harmony 
to rooms with large screen TVs

W hen one Portland sports superstar and his 
wife purchased their new home in the 
spring of 1999, they immediately knew of 
a few enhancements that would showcase their mod¬ 
ern sensibilities. Being true audio/video enthusiasts, the 
first task was to call in specialists to handle the setup 
of not one, but four theater systems as well as an audio 
system that could shake the house down. The couple 
contacted Jamie Dull and his veteran staff at Home 
Theater Experts to make their A/V dreams a reality. 

Among their specific desires was a dedicated theater room with lull THX capa¬ 
bility. "There really is a magical element with the impact of THX sound," says Dull. 
"It is very unique and can make a theater system come alive." A relatively small 
room (15- x 15-feet with 14-foot ceilings), the theater showcases a full THX ultra 
system that includes a Pioneer Elite THX Ultra Dolby Digital/DTS receiver and 
M&K THX speakers and subwoofer (the 
same speakers used by Lucasfilm, Warner 
Brothers, and Dolby Laboratories for mix¬ 
ing movie soundtracks). 'THX sound¬ 
tracks are often very bright in small rooms 
because they are mixed with large audito¬ 
riums in mind," explains Dull. 'The THX 
circuits in the Pioneer Elite receiver help 
adapt the sound for a smaller environment. 

The THX speakers control the audio dis¬ 
persion patterns and provide distinct sep¬ 
aration between the channels. They also 
help reduce reflections from the ceiling.”

HDTV-ready set is a row of blue deco¬ 
style Cinema Chairs from Acoustic 
Innovations. To the side of the seats is a 
recessed cabinet that provides easy access 
to the receiver as well as a DVD/laserdisc 
player and VCR, leaving the front wall of 
the theater uncluttered. 

Direct and ambient sound is supplied 
from the rear by M&K THX tripole sur¬ 
round. Home Theater Experts' custom 
speaker engineer, Mark Brannan, solved 
the placement of the front LVC/R speakers 
by building baffles on which to mount 
them. 'The use of custom baffles improves 
the sound transmission into the room," 
Dull explains. "It eliminates the 'boxy' 
sound you get from placing the speakers 
in a cabinet." The result is a dedicated the¬ 
ater with sound that is well balanced, inti¬ 
mate and powerful. 

The home's interior design—a tradi¬ 
tional Mediterranean style—was com¬ 
plemented by the homeowners' personal 


style with a unique use of metal and glass 
with the help of Amato Johnson Designs. 
Their clients' favorite room, perhaps, is 
the billiard room, featuring a stainless 
steel ceiling—a perfect, unique match to 
the silver painted doors, columns and 
pool table. A Pioneer 50-inch plasma 
HDTV-ready monitor sits over the fire¬ 
place, while the cabinetry is designed to 
fit snugly around the edges of the televi¬ 
sion screen. Designed and built by Carey's 
Custom Woodworking, the cabinet is 
one of Dull's favorite elements. 

PSB in-wall/in-ceiling speakers were 
chosen for use with each of the three 
other theater systems in the home, 
including the billiard room. 'The home- 
owners are audiophiles, and they wanted 
a speaker that could handle a lot of power 
and produce very high output," says Dull. 
'The PSB's are very pure with music and, 
therefore, they were perfect for areas like 
the billiard room." 


Another theater system is located in the 
family room, which also acts as the center 
for the home's multi-room audio compo¬ 
nents. These include a Pioneer 301-disc 
changer and mini-disc player, an Acuius 
200-watt amplifier, and a Pioneer Elite 
Dolby Digital receiver. A 62-inch Pioneer 
rear-projection television is the room's focal 
point along with a bevy of Pioneer and RCA 
video components located in the sur¬ 
rounding cabinetry. 

The home was also equipped with a 
multi-room audio system that includes 
Niles Audio MP-650 in-wall speakers. 
Areas where the homeowners planned to 
do serious music listening were outfitted 
with PSB dual woofer in-wall speakers. 
Niles volume controls are located in every 
room and a Niles Intellipad keypad can be 
found at work in the office. 

The finished project resulted in a super¬ 
star-caliber masterpiece thanks to excep¬
